This clarity that I recognize, 
lies within the life experience and the interpretation of these events through the action of 
expression; the deep felt making of mark and image. Although not necessarily simplistic, 
there exists a definite inventiveness that responds to a given surface causing the essential 
to be revealed.

My endeavor is to achieve such clarity. This cannot come from the mimicking of our 
world, but from perception, internalization and interpretation of physical reality and self. 

Direct response of a personal language arrives out of the coming to terms with these 
elements and processes. This is the foundation that enables any idea or image to be realized 
and made believable.
